SAVE TWO ALIVE 


Ignited Gas Overcomes Res- 
cuers After Dynamite Explo- 
sion at Tower City, Pa, 


OFFICIALS AMONG THE LOST 


Reach Bottom of Shaft Seeking 
Trapped Repairmen When Second 
Charge Wrecks Workings. 


FIRST AID CORPS ARE SUMMONED 


Tower City, Pa., Aug. 2.—At least eight - 
een men lost their lives today in a double ex- 
plosion in the East Brookside mine of the 
Philadelphia and Reading Coal and Iron 
company here. Two were rscued alive. 

The colliery was not in operation today and 
the victims of the explosion are mostly re- 
pair men, colliery officials, and tunnel men. 

There were two explosions, the first one 
that of dynamite, and the second of mine 
gas, Which had been liberated by the dyna- 
mite. It is believed that the greatest loss of 
life was caused by the second blast. 

The known dead are: 

Howard and Harry Hand, brothers, Tower 
City. 

Daniel McGinley, fire boss, Tower City. 

Thomas Baney, Reinerton. 


Rescuers Believed Lost. 
Superintendent John Lorenz, who has been 


one of the most valuable men in the employ 


of the coal and iron company for the last 
twenty years, and John Farrell, colliery 
boss, are believed to have lost their lives in an 
effort to rescue the men caught in the first ex- 
plosion. 

There was an ample force of workmen at 
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but. because of the deadly after-damp work 
was necessarily slow. until the mine rescue. 
car arrived from Potteville, with its ap- 


paratus. 

Because of the dull season and light de- 
mand for anthracite coal, the Reading’s 
mines are operating only. three and four 
days a week, and the East Brookside col- 
liery closed down Thursday for the week. 
Charles Portland, a mining contractor of 
Pottsville, was engaged in driving a tunnel 
through rock at the East Brookside work- 
ing. The opening to this mine is by means 
of a shaft. A gangway leads from the 
bottom of the shaft and the tunnel is be- 
ing driven from the gangway. It wasin this 
tunnel that rockmen were working. 


Caught by Second Blast. 

It is supposed that a big charge of dyna- 
mite was accidentally exploded, which prob- 
ably caused heavy loss of life. 

An alarm immediately was sent to the sur- 
face and Superintendent Lorenz, Colliery 
Boss Farrell, Fire Boss McGinley, and Fire 
Boss Schoffstall, along with several other 
men, entered the mine to superintend the 
work of rescue. 

The rescue party had just about reached the 
bottom of the shaft and were making their 
way along the gangway when the second 
explosion occurred. This second explosion 
was in the gangway and was of mine gas. 
When the dynamite blast occurred in the 
tunnel, it released a large pocket of gas 
which quickly filled the gangway and this 
was ignited by a naked lamp before its pres- 
ence was detected, 

The entire gangway was torn up fearfully 
by the force of the gas explosion, which was 
even greater than that of the dynamite. Mine 
timbers were torn down, large sections of 
the roof of the gangway fell and practically 
the entire interior was wrecked. 


Fire Boss Gets Out Alive. 

Fireboss Schoffstall, who was one of two 
about twenty men in the mine and abouta 
half dozen more went down after the firat 
explosion. 

Word was sent to Potteville to the head- 
quarters of the company and General Man- 
ager W. G. Richards, Division Superintend- 
ent E. H. Kaercher, and other officials of 
the company responded promptly and went 
with all possible speed to the colliery. The 
mine rescue car was also rushed from Potts- 
ville with oxygen helmets and other equip- 
ment. 

The first ald rescue corps were summoned 
trom the different collieries in the western 
end of the county and the available mine 
ambulances were ordered out. The mining 
towns in the vicinity of the colliery were 
almost deserted as their entire population 
turned out and went to the ill fated work- 


ings.

If the person who stole Vernon Minzey’s 
tricycle reads this article he may repent of 
his ways and make restitution. If he doesn't, 
he can take home to himself the knowledge 
that he is the most contemptible thief in Chi- 
cago. 

Vernon is 10 years old. Heisacripple. One 
side of his body is paralyzed. It has been 
that way from birth. One of his legs and one 
of his arms are useless. 

Until a short time ago Vernon used to sit 
in the window of his home at 1911 West Ad- 
ums street and watch other children play. 
He wanted to play himself, of course, but he 
couldn't because his leg and his arm were 
of no use to him. His parents are poor and 
he had few toys. So watching other boys 
enjoy themselves was his oniy amusement. 


Vernon Made Happy by Tricyele. 

But one day the entire neighborhood was 
thrown into excitement by seeing Vernon 
pedaling along the street on atricycle. It was 


to drive it with his one strong leg. And he 
oould steer it with his one strong arm. 

He was so happy that first day that when 
the other boys gathered about him to admire 
his machine the tears filled his eyes. 

Then the crippled boy told how he had ob- 
tained the machine. A minister of a neighbor- 
hood church, it seemed, had seen Vernon sit- 
ting wistfully at the window watching the 
other boys play. 

The clergyman had watched the lonely boy 
sitting there day after day until he simply 
couldn't stand it any longer. So he visited 
some of his well to do parishioners and told 
them Vernon's story. Its effect was to make 
them dig down deep into their pocketbooks. 
And so Vernon got his tricycle. 


Enjoyed Daily Outing. 


ness. Every day Vernon would ride around 
the block visiting his friends and chatting 
with them, and sometimes he would take 
long, adventurous journeys into far off open 
Spaces, where trees grew and there was 
green grass, and where, because he was a 
cripple, he never had been before.

U. OF l. TO HAVE $400,000 
FARMERS’ CONVENTION HALL. 


President James Says Building Being 
[Erected at Urbana Will Be One of 
Largest in the World of Its Kind. 


A farmers’ convention hall is being erected 
on the grounds of the University of IIlinois 
at Urbana, that will be the largest and most 
unique of its kind in the world, according to 
Dr. Edmund J. James, president of the uni- 
versity, at the Hotel LaSalle yesterday. 

„The building.“ he said, “‘ will be one of 
the largest enclosed buildings for exhibition 
purposes, in the world. The Coliseum of 
Chicago or the Madison Square garden 
of New York, could be placed inside of the 
building, one at a time, and room for a run- 
ming track would be left clear around the 
building. 

It will seat 10,000 people on the main 
floor and 5,000 in the galleries. It will cost 


6400, 000. 


»The building will be used as an exposition 
hall for fine stock shows and agricultural 


products, providing facilities for scientific 
study connected with the experiment station 
of the university. 

„The hall also will be used as an armory 
for the cadet regiment of the university and 
also as an annex to the department of physi- 
cal training. A quarter mile running track 
will encircle the building with an inside 
running track of 40 yards. Inside of these 
tracks will be arranged a gridiron and dia- 
mond for football and baseball.“

REFUSES JOB BOR

COULD JOIN WREYNOLDS. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 2—[Special. ]}—Be- 
cause he is representing interests which may 
be prosecuted by the department of justice, 
Attorney Bruce Campbell of East St. Louis, 
III., declined an offer of appointment as as- 
sistant attorney general. 

The position was offered to Mr. Campbell 
by Attorney General McReynolds at the in- 
stance of Senator Lewis. Mr. Campbell re- 
plied thanking the attorney general and the 
senator, but explaining that his firm repre- 
sents certain large commercial interests 
which may be subjected to regulation and 
prosecution by the government. He said he 
could not afford to retire entirely from his 
law partnership to enter the governmnet 
service. 

If he accepted the position, said Mr, Camp- 
bell, and suit should be instituted against 
his clients, the fact that the defense would 
be handled by hfs firm wauld arouse unpleas- 
ant criticism. He thought the whole situa- 
tion would be unfair to the interests of the 
people, and he therefore declined the offer. 


Alschuler Also Declines Offer. 

Samuel Alschuler of Aurora, III., also de- 
clined the offer of an appointment as as- 
sistant attorney general. Mr. Alschuler ex- 
plained that he did not care to leave Illinois 
on account of the health of his aged mother. 

The attorney general asked Senator Lewis 
if he had any others to recommend for these 
two posts. The senator replied that he would 
prefer in Meu of these to name six special) 
assistants to the attorney general to take 
charge of prosecutions in Lilinois, 

Col. Lewis said he would recommend can- 
didates for these places wighin a short time.

CARACAS, Venezuela, Aug. 2.—It was re- 
ported here today that all the Venezuelan 
government officials at Coro, in the state of 
Faloon, were surprised by former President 
Cipriano Castro and killed or taken prisoners. 

The mobilization of the Venezuelan troops 
here was completed today, and an expedition 
is expected to leave the capital at any mo- 


ment to meet the revolutionary invaders. 


It is believed the first objective point of the 


government troops will be the state of Falcon. 


The government troops are well organized 
and thoroughly equipped for any service. 


Castro Tells of Plans. 
In @ proclamation dated Coro, July 27, 
Castro says in part

Water Power Bill Signed. 

The first state enactment asserting the 
state’s right to control water power became 
effective today by the signing of the sen- 
ate conservation water power bill by Gov. 
McGovern. 

The.governor today also signed the Jacob 
Deitrich bill, materially amending the law 
relating to the licensing of barbers and regu- 
lation of sanitary conditions of barber 
shops. All persons not licensed are pro- 
hibited from exercising this trade. The board 
is authorized to revoke the license of any 
barber for conviction of a crime, habitual 
drunkenness, transmission of any infectious 
or contagious disease; violation of sanitary 
rules adopted by the board, or gross in- 
competency. 

Two classes of licenses are provided by the 
bill, one for journeymen barbers, who are to 
pay a fee of $1 a year, and one to master bar- 
bers, who are to pay a fee of $24 year. Ap- 
prentice licenses are to be granted without 
cost. ; 

Another bill signed by the governor re- 
quires railroad companies to furnish free in- 
dividual paper drinking cups on all pas- 
senger trains. The present law prohibits 
railroads from keeping common drinking 
cups in their cars, and passengers are re- 
quired to carry their own cups or to buy 
them on the train.

FOR NICARAGUA 
Senate Committee Turns Down 


Bryan Plan and Asks 
Limited Treaty. 


WANTS CANAL MEASURE. 
Settlement of South American 
Policy Held Impracticable 
at Present Time. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 2.—The proposed 
protectorate for Nicaragua embraced in a 
treaty suggested by Secretary Bryan prob- 
ably will be abandoned because of adverse 
action by the senate foreign relations com- 
mittee. 

Chairman Bacon was today instructed to 
ask Secretary, Bryan to transmit a new 
Nicaraguan treaty, limited strictly to the 
proposed $3,000,000 purchase of canal route 
and naval base concessions. 

The fight against the Bryan proposal be- 
eame 80 pronounced in the committee today 
that it was decided it would be impracticable 
to attempt a settlement of the policy at the 
present time. It was decided to ask Secretary 
Bryan to withdraw the protectorate features 
and Umit the Nicaraguan treaty to those it 
originally embraced. 


Protectorate Plan Laid Aside. 
_Intimations had been received by Demo- 
crats on the committee that the president 
and Secretary Bryan would be willing to lay 
the protectorate policy aside temporarily 
and it is expected that a completed new 
draft of the treaty will be ready within a 
few days. without the provisions giving the 
United States control over Nicaragua's 
future. 

Chairman Bacon was instructed to ask Sec- 
retary Bryan to submit a treaty limited to 
the following provisions: 

The grant by Nicaragua to the United 
States of a perpetual and exclusive right 

to build a canal across Nicaragua. 

A ninety-nine year lease on a naval base 
site on Fonseca bay and a ninety-nine 
year lease on the Corn island in the Car- 
ibbean sea. 

The payment by the United States to 

Nicaragua of $3,000,000 in return for these 
concessions. 


Favor First Plan of Bryan. 
These terms are practically identical with 
those of the treaty as originally proposed 
by Secretary Bryan before he decided to 
add the amendment by which an Ameri- 
can protectorate would have been estab- 


nitely settle the question of future protec- 
torates in Central America, however. It is 
understood that the administration is willing 
to withdraw the suggestion for the present 
in order to secure an early ratification of 
| the Nicaraguan compact. 

Strong opposition was led in the committee 
today by Senators Borah, Clarke of Arkan- 
sas, Williams and others who were opposed 
to any action by the United States toward 
the exercise of sovereign authority in the 
Central American countries, 


Senators Split Over Policy. 

Other senators of the committee defended 
the policy with equal vigor. A vote was pro- 
posed to settle the question, but some sena- 
.tors of the committee refused to register 
a final decision at the present_time, and the 
proposal for a voté was withdrawn. 

Opponents of the proposed protectorate 
had made it clear that it would be impos- 
sible to secure ratification of the Nacaraguan 
treaty in the present congress if the so-called 
Platt amendment were included init.

U. S. JUDGES RULE AGAINST 
RATE FOR IOWA STATE FAIR. 
Railroad Commissioner Is ‘Prevented 


from Forcing Roads to Grant Low 
Fares for Occasion. 


Council Bluffs, Ia., Aug. 2.—United States 
Judges Walter I. Smith of the Circuit court 
of appeals and Smith McPherson and C. 8. 
Van Valkenberg of the districts of Iowa and 
Missouri, who heard arguments July 23 on 
the Iowa state fair rate case, today gave 
their decision against the state. 

The railroads of the state had asked for an 
injunction to restrain the state railroad com- 
missioner from enforcing an order for a rate 
of one and a half cents to the state fair at 
Des Moines. ‘The order was based on a law 
passed by the last legislature. 

The decision holds that the rate is confis- 
catory and the order discriminates in favor 
of Des Moines as against other cities in the 
state. The injunction is made permanent. 


CALLS HOTEL DEATH SUICIDE. 


Coroner’s Jury Decides Mrs. Alice 
Church Took Her Life at the La 
‘Salle While Temporarily Insane. 


Mrs. Alice Church, who was found dead 
in her room in the Hotel La Salle on Friday 
trom poison, committed suicide while tem- 
porarily insane, according to the verdict of 
a coroner jury yesterday.

NEGLECT RETARDS PLAN. 


Delay Embarrassing, as Nation, 


Through Roosevelt, En- 
listed Other Countries, 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 
Washington, D. C., Aug. 2.—[Special. }— 


The appalling drug evil in the United States 
and the use of oplum in China will be erad- 
icated by the ratification of the treaty re- 
céntly signed at The Hague and the enact- 
‘ment of the legislation necessary to put its 
Provisions in force. 


President ‘Wilaon shortly will transmit to 


congress the report of the American com- 
mission to The Hague. which was headed by 
Dr. Hamilton Wright. 


Dr. Wright was put 
n charge of the world work of stamping 


out the optum evil by President Roosevelt 
in 1908. 


Impressed by the terrible consequences of 


the trade, shown particularly in the Philip- 
pine islands, President Roosevelt issued in- 
vitations for an internatioral commission to 
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be eld at Shanghai. Dr. Wright attended 
this commission as a representative of the 
United States. He has been a delegate to 
the three successive international confer- 
ences, and has worked untiringly to rid the 
Chinese and the rest of mankind of one of 
the greatest evils ever foisted on m 


Americans Also Victims. . 

Investigations conducted by Dr. Wright dis- 
closed the hecessity of ‘steps for the protec- 
tion of our own people from the abuse of 
opium. It was found that the American peo- 
ple were consuming as much drug per capl- 
ta (this includes cocaine, morehine, etc.) as 
the Chinese consumed opium. Allowing a 


| wide margin, the United States might use 


for medicinal purposes 50,000 pounds of 
opium per annum. In reality, ft was proved 
that this country. was importing 400,000,000 
pounds a year. 

Germany, with e population of 65,000,000, 
uses only W,000 pounds, Aus*ria- Hungary 
8,500, and Japan none. 

In other words, the American people are 
facing a situation infinitely more menacing 
to the nation than war or plague. Unless 
radical measures are taken the use of habit 
forming drugs will increase. 

A bill prohibjting.the importation of opium 
into the United. States save for medicinal 
purposes was passed in 1909, as the opium 
commission was sitting in Shanghai. AW 
further legislation to control the traffic in 
this poison, however, for three years has been 
held up in congress. 


, Senate Still Delays Action. 

At the instance of Dr Wright, in order to 
show good faith at The Hague, the house of 
representatives took action upon the Harri- 
son bill to regulate interstate traffic in this 
commodity. This measure still is hanging 
fire In the senate.

The indifference of congress has gone 
so far tnat on two occasions it refused to 
grant an appropriation to carry on the work, 
leaving the state department to finance it 
from the small emergency fund. 

Yet India has forfeited an annual profit of 
820,000. C00. More than this, it has $60,000,000 
worth of opium in the harbor of Shanghai. 
Umboldened by the backing of the United 
States the Chinese government refused to 
permit the entry of this shipment. As it was 
Announced in parliament that the trade in 
opium in China had come to an end, England 
cannot force the far eastern empire to re- 
ceive it. 


Administration Favors Move. 


Besides urging congress to pass the legis- 
lation needed to confro! traffic in habit form- 
ing drugs in the United States, the adminis- 
tration is anxious to have ali the nations 
sign and ratify The Hague treaty. 

Thirty-five countries signed the agreement. 
Of these, twenty-six, including the United 
States, have agreed to ratify it. There is 
little doubt of favorable action by the senate 
here. 

The countries which have not assented to 
the convention are Austria, Hungary, Nor- 
way, Sweden, Switzerland, Bulgaria, Rou- 
mania, Greece, Turkey, Montenegro, and 
Servia. As the last six countries are involved 
in war they have no time to give to a treaty 
which does not particularly concern them. 

Switzerland has no traffic in drugs and 
does not feel that her codperation in the 
movement would be of any benefit. Austria- 
Hungary has a large trade in drugs through 
Trieste and does not want to cripple it. She 
claims she is averse to signing the treaty 
until the legislation it calls for is enacted. 


Germany Waits on Austria. 
Until Austria approves the convention, Ger- 
many will not ratify it.

Cities Already Have Made Sue- 
cess of Municipal Ownership, 
Aceording to Report. 


Kansas City, Kas., Aug. 2.—[Special.]— 
Kansas is contemplating a radical step in 


state ownership. The state may purchase 


the property of the Kansas Natural Gas 
company Which supplies some forty cities 
with natural gas 

In order ta do this a epecish session of the 
Kansas legislature must be called and laws 
passed which would enable the state to pur- 
chase any public utility. At present cities 
in Kansas may own public utilities. Several 
own their water and light plants and a move- 
ment now is on foot in this city to bund a 
municipal ice plant. 

The success of the municipal water and 
light plants resulted in Henderson Martin, 
chairman of the Kansas Public Utilities com- 
mission, suggesting an enabling act to permit 
the state to own its gas supplying property 
and thus be in a position to supply factories 
with natural gas at cheap rates. 


Company in Receivership. 
The ownership suggestion results from a 
receivership of. the gas company in the 
United States courts. The Kansas Natural 


Gas company owns the pipe lines which sup- 


ply the cities. The distributing: plants in 
the cities are owned by other companies. 
but all are controlled by the same Pennsyl- 
vania bondholders. The company became 


involved in the receivership last fall. Judge 


John C. Pollock of the Kansas Federal eourt 
appointed three receivers. These asked to 
increase the rates to the distributing com- 
panies which would have resulted in an ig- 
crease by them to the domestic consume. 
The order to increase the rates resulted in 
massmeetings in the various cities and in a 
storm of protests. 

Judge Pollock reconsidered and the ques- 
tion of rates went to the public utilities com- 
mission. After long delays this commission 


decided in favor of the established rate and 


denied the increase. Meantime one of the 
state courts claimed the right to appoint re- 
ceivers for the Kansas Natural. 


Another Judge Called In. 

Judge Pollock asked that another judge be 
called in, and Judge Marshall of Utah was 
placed in charge of the case. Judge Mar- 
shall held the state receivers should be given 


\charge. The receivers appointed by Judge 


Rollock appealed. This appeal still is pend- 


ing, hence the federal receivers remain in 


charge of the plant. : 

The utilities commission then ordered the 
receivers to purchase more gas. Judge Mar- 
shall denied this.order on the contention 
they could not afford to do so at the present 
rates. This decision, resulted in the agita- 


tion for. state ownership.

g AST weeks real estate market reflected 
the same general conditions which 


have prevailed for some time past. 


There was the usual large movement 
of outside property, but with more 
than the usual number of important trans- 
actions, embracing residence, flat, and busi- 


ness property. 

As has happened on several occasions dur- 
ing the present year, there was nothing doing 
in the downtown district in the way of sales 
or ground leases, its only representation in 
the week's business being in the shape of 
building leases. Dullness continues to be the 
prevailing note in this field, although there 
are several promising deals in course of 
negotiation. 


Outside Market Active. 


It is the outside market which continues to 
be the sustaining factor of the entire mar- 
ket, and the continued activity which pre- 
vails there, despite the disturbed financial 
and general business situation, testifies elo- 
quently to its inherent strength and sound- 
ness. 

The market as a whole always experiences 
the somnolent effect of that anrual visitor, 
** midsummer dullness.“ and it is intensified 
this year by the fact that many operators. 
large and small, are of the opinion that the 
fall should witness the solution of several 
disturbing probiems, such as the tariff and 
the currency bill, and with this an improve- 
ment in Ae business and easier condi- 
tions in the money market. For this reason 
there is a decided tendency to keep out of 
the market until that time. The result is 
that brokers and operators, when possible 
are paying more attention to their summer 
T outings than for several years past, and it is 
difficult to recall a year when there has bees 
such a general exodus from the city at this 
season. 


Growing Confidence Future, 
But behind all this there is a growing con- 


fidence in the future. The belief is general. 


that the critical period has passed as regards 


the financial situation, and that while de- 


cidedly uncomfortable and repressive of 
general business activity, the long continued 
financial stringency with its sharp curtail- 
ments of credits, ita slaughter of gen:ral 
promotional schemes, and its general chop- 
ping away of dead timber, has in reslity 


been much of a blessing in disguise, and has 


laid a stable foundation for a peric«. of 
healthy and sustained business activity. 


Corn Shortage Not Disastrous, 


There is only one disturbing factor in the 
general business outlook and that is the pros- 
pective shortage in the corn crop. It is to 
be remembered, however, that a bumper 
wheat crop has been gathered, and what is 
importance that the farmers in the 
great corn growing states are no longer de- 
pendent upon the crop of a single year as 


of more 


they were a decade or more ago. Then it 
meant a measurable degree of prosperity or 
distress and in many cases ruin. 


The years since that time, however, have 


been years of unstinted prosperity to them, 


which have enabled them to lay aside a sur- 
plus which will not have to be heavily drawn 
upon to meet the loss incident to a present 
crop shortage. Moreover the advanced prices 


they will obtain will largely compensate 
for any shortage in yield. Thus it will be 


seen that their purchasing power will not 
be seriously impaired, which after all is the 


one important factor in a business way.

TELLS OF GLAFLIN'S FLIGHT 


Lawyer Says Surety Man Had 
Promised to Plead Guilty. 


EXPECTED TO BE INDICTED. 


Man Still Sought on Charge of Big 
Embezzlement. : 


By being a past master in the art of profit- 
ing by the credulity of others, Lincoln Claflin, 
superintendent of the National Surety com- 
pany, had little difficulty in adding his em- 
ployers to his list and making his escape the 
day before he was supposed to voluntarily 
submit to arrest. He is still at liberty. 

An attorney for the surety company, which 
has headquarters in The Rookery, said yes- 
terday that Claflin had confessed appropriat- 
ing bond amounts turned over by defaulters’ 
relatives. 

He also was declared to have said on Tues- 
day that he would “ plead guilty and take 
his medicine.“ 


Had Expected Indictments. 
Claflin knew indictments probably would 
be returned by the grand jury that day, re- 
turnable on Wednesday, and acted accord- 
ingly. That was the day he disappeared. 
A description of Claflin was sent out yes- 
terday, as follows: 

Age, 48: height, 5 feet 8 inches; weight, 
200 pounds; build, stout; complexion, 
dark; hair, gray, almost white; smooth 
shaven, with square chin; dress, good 
quality, Panama hat, black and white 
small checked sack suit, knitted four-in- 
hand tie, buttoned patent leather high 
shoes; peculiarities, entirely bald on top 
of head, noticeable when hat is off, pierc- 
ing eyes, aquiline nose, smokes cigars and 
cigarets, and drinks Scotch highballs 
principally; baggage, black walrus hide 
Gladstone bag.

Military League Seek 
Army Co-opera ion. 


POTENTIAL MINUTE MEN. 


Camps of Veterans Organized All 
Over United States Ready 
for Action. 


# 


Plans are being laid by leaders of Amer- 
fea’s greatest organization of modern war 
veterans to give to the federal government 
a powerful military reserve of 200,000 minute 
men scattered throughout the United States 
and possessions. The project has no parallel 
in the history of this nation. 

The plans will be presented to the national 
encampment of United Spanish War Vet- 
erans in Buffalo, N. T., on Sept. 8. The en- 
campment co es for four days. Because 
of the intense ardor and patriotism already 
shown by the veterans, who yet are young 
men, it is believed they will adopt the reserve 
Proposal in some form. 

The United Spanish War Veterans have 
been organized since the close of the war with 
Spain, but of recent years it has grown most 
active, chiefly in behalf of unfortunate vet- 
erans and of legislation for the benefit of 
their wives and children when they shall 
have died. al 

It has been taking a larger and larger part 
in the military pageantry of the nation and 
recently erected a monument in the east to 
the men who went down o the battleship 
Maine in Havana harbor. tis the particu- 
lar ambition of the leaders to carry on the 
work of the Grand Army t the Republic 
when the last member o that league of 
civil war veterans has pas d away.

The list does not include several thousand 
members of the army of the Philippines and 
of the army of Santiago.

They are the connect- 
ing link between the veteran and his life as a 
soldier. They keep intouch independently 
with all changes in the army manual. They 
demonstrate these changes in their drills 


| They are supposed to keep all members of 


the. camp up to date in army affairs. The 
Chicago and many other camps have a fife, 
drum, and bugle corps of from sixty to sev- 
enty-five pieces which provide field music on 
occasion. 

However, there has existed up to this 
time,“ said Dr. Charles L. Daniels of Chi- 
cago, senior. vice commander of the depart- 


| ment of Illinois, yesterday. no connection 


between the different camps and the depart- 
ment of war at Washington. The military 
arm of the federal government has no power 
over our organization and we have secured 
none of the advantages which we should have 
to remain efficient as emergengy soldiers. 

“* Officers of the army realize the veterans 
would be almost indispensable in case of sud- 
den war for the officering' of the vast horde 
of volunteers who might be needed to defend 
the country from an invader. I think we 
could put 75,000 trained men in the field on 
twelve hours’ notice.“ 


Committee to Be Appointed. 
It is probable a committee wll be appointed 


at the Buffalo encampment to confer with the 


chiefs in the war department for the purpose 
of deciding on a basis for negotiations. The 
veterans will want some of the privileges 
given to soldiers in the service. They will 
expect to give in return as much of their time 
as they can without interfering with the 
different businesses they have taken up since 
leaving the army.

GIRL THE VICTIM 
OF RACE TRAGEDY 


Brought Up from Infancy and 
Loved by a Family of 
Wealthy Negroes. 


HER RELATIVES NOW SUE. 


Charge Made That Foster Parents 
Want Young Woman Only as 
Bride for Their Son. 


Muskogee, Okla., Aug. 2.—[Special.}— 
Adopted by a negro woman when she was a 
baby Viola Brown, a beautiful white girl, has 
grown to womanhood in the family of her 
foster parents, calling the negro men and 
women who tvok her into their home father 
and mother, and her foster brother brother. 

Now the girl’s white relatives are beginning 
a legal battle tor her possession and a suit 
was filed in the Juvenile court this week al- 
leging that the girl is not under proper paren- 
tal control and asking that the court place 
her either in a white institution or with repu- 
table white people. 

The girl's white relatives are in compara- 
tively poor circumstances. Her negro foster 
parents, Wyley Jones and his wife, are among 
the wealthiest negroes in Oklahoma, and they 
have engaged the best legal talent to defend 
the suit. 

The action of the girl's relatives was has- 
tened by a report Mrs. Jones has boasted 
that she is raleing a white wife for her 
son. Mrs. Jonesindignantly denies thie state- 
ment. 


Tragic Life History. 

Viola Brown, or Beatrice Jones ae she is 
generally known, has a tragic life story, 
though the negro family with whom she 
lives have gratified her every whim and lav- 
ished a fortune upon her. The girl is said to 
be 17 years of age, though people who are 


familiar with her story and her foster mother 
gay that she is not so old by several years. 
She is the daughter of Cookie ’* Brown, who 


was the descendant of a prominent Cherokee 


family, and was a quarter blood Cherokee. 
Her mother was a white woman, considered 
by her father’s Cherokee relatives as much 
beneath him, and they refused to recognize 
her. 

The mother died when Viola was three days 
old. Wyley Jones’ wife had a baby of the 
same age. Her baby had died, and Martha 
Jones gave the white child the place that her 
own baby would have had. 

“Cookie” Brown entered into an agree- 
ment by which he was to pay Mrs. Jones 
for the care of the child, but he soon mar- 
ried again and Wyley Jones and his wife 
claim that he never paid them a cent. 
Brown’s second wife died and he married 
a third time. When Viola was 8 years old 
Brown went to Pennsylvania on a business 


| 
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trip and died there without making any per- 
manent disposition of the child. 

So Beatrice remained with the Jones’ fam- 
ily. Her white relatives knew where she 
was, knew that as she grew older she was 
sent to the negro schools with Xanophon 
Jones, the negro son of the family. White 
people in town saw the pretty girl with her 
blue eyes, her fair skin, and her long brown 
curls, go to and from the negro schoolhouse, 
but no attention was) aid the case. 

Finally, in 1910 t .e Browns began an at- 
tempt to gain the legal custody of the girl. 
They brought the matter into the courts and 
an agreement was reached by which Jim 
Dodson a white man,was made her guardian, 
and Jones and his wife agreed to place her 
in a white sehool im another state.

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RELIGIOUS STUDY AIM. 


Investigator Finds Youths, Leav- 
ing Church After 14, Live 
Immoral Lives. 


(BY CABLE TO TH CHICAGO TRIBUNB.} 

BERLIN, Aug. 2.—America is personified 
in the intersocial and morals commission, 
about to undertake the reform of German 
youth and make religion more attractive to 
them by the introduction of American 
methods in churches. 

Wilbur F. Crafts of Washington, secre- 
tary of the commission, spent this week in 
Berlin, investigating social, religious, and 
moral conditions and conferring with the 
leaders of the various uplift movements. 

He found that at present the majority of 
boys practically drop out of religious and 
moral training after their fourteenth year, 
when they are confirmed by the church and 
compulsory education in the schools is at an 
end. 

From their 0 vier until they 
enter the army,” said Crafts, German boys 
are exposed to the greatest moral dangers. 
During these. impressionable years, which 
mean the making or unmaking of the char- 
acter of future citizens, there are few re- 
straining strings upon them. 


Government Gow Into Work. 

“ That the government has recognized this 
danger is shown by the appropriation of 
more than $500,000 for the formation of 
semi-military organizations in Berlin, de- 
signed to keep up religious, moral and civic 
training, where it is dropped by church and 
school.”’ 

Stimulated by Mr. Crafts, the Protestant 
churches have proposed to have Bible 
classes for the young on the American plan 
and to establish gymnasiums in connection 
with the church and adopt all other Amer- 
ican ideas to reénlist the interests of the 
boys in the church.

King George’s Solicitors Balk His

DECISION IS FARREACHING. 


Recipients of Edward’s Presents Now 
Can Refuse Monarch’s Demands.

LONDON, Aug. 2.—Occupants of the royal 
gift residences, who were greatly perturbed 
some time ago when Queen Mary caused the 
return to the royal palace of some antique 
chairs lent by the late King Edward to one 
of the occupants, who regarded the chairs as 
his own property, but was compelled to give 
them up, are congratulating themselves that 
more recent fears than even their titles to 
the residences themselves would be called in 
question, are dumfounded. 


Queen’s Brother Needs Home. 

Queen Mary has been endeavoring for 
some time to have one of the royal gift resi- 
dences in Windsor set apart for her brother, 
Prince Alexander of Teck and his wife, who 
at present occupy a suite of five small rooms 
in Henry IIL tower in Windsor castle. 

King Edward VII. filled up all these gift 
residences, and none of the occupants is dis- 
posed to surrender his home, but there was 
much doubt whether this particular matter 
of appointments made by one sovereign is 
binding on his successor. 

This doubt was strengthened a few weeke 
ago when Sir Walter Campbell, who occupies 
Holly Grove, one of the largest of the resi- 
dences in Windsor, was officially notified that 
the place would be required by King George 
in September. 


Resents Attitude of King. 

Sir Walter replied, informing Lord Stam- 
fordham, private secretary to the king, that 
the sovereign had no power to take posses- 
sion of the residence as under a deed of gift it 
became his for life when it was given to him 
by King Edward. 

This view has been upheld by the king’s 
golicitors and the occupants of the other 
gift residences are elated.

MAC DONALD AND HERRELL RELEASED 


New Orleans, La. Aug. 2. Emmanuel 
Castillo Brito, former governor of the Mexi- 
can state of Campeche, was arrested here 
today by federal authorities and held with- 
out bail on a chargé of murder and robbery 
preferred by the existing Mexican authori- 
tles. 

Brito admitted he killed two representa- 
tives of Huerta, who he said were trying to 
arrest him illegally during the recent revo- 
lution. 

Brito was arraigned before United States 
Commissioner Browne. He pleaded not 
guilty and was sent to Parish prison without 
bail. 


Arrest Follows Blackmail Charge. 

The former Mexican governor's apprehen- 
sion came close upon the heels of charges of 
blackmail, which resuited late last night in 
the arrest of two United States department 
of justice agents and a representative of the 
Carranza branch of Mexican revolutionists 
in New Orleans. 

It was charged that R. G. Matthews and 
J. L. Mott accepted 3000 in marked bills from 
Brito to protect him from arrest, the affair 
having been aranged by Ernesto Fernandez, 
who claims to be connected with Gov. Car- 
ranza. 


Arrested Men Hold Conference. 

Matthews, Mott, and Fernandez still were 
detained today. The trio was taken tothe 
office of Federal District Attorney Guion, 
where a long conference took place. It was 
not announced whether the government 
would take hold of the case or whether the 
accused men would be given a hearing before 
a state court. The men have not been given 
privilege of making bond. 

Word was received here that A. Bruce 
Bishlaski, chief of the bureau of investiga- 
tion at Washington, has dispatched a spe- 
cial agent to investigate the bribe affair. It 
is understood the department of justice will 
take no action until the special agent sent 
here has made a report. 


ASK BRITO’S DETENTION. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 2.—The arrest in 
New Orleans today of Former Gov. Brito 
of Campeche, was the result of a request by 
the Huerta government, through the Mexican 
émbassy here, for his extradition as a fugi- 
tive from justice, charged with murder and 
robbery. 

Immediately upon receipt of the request the 
state department asked Attorney General 
McReynolds to order the Mexican's detention 
pending the arrival from Mexico of the neces- 
sary requisition and warrant to justify eu- 
tradition. 

Both of the alleged offenses are ex- 
traditable, but Mexico must submit within 
forty days evidence of criminality and prove 
that the acts were not political crimes. 

Officials of the department of justice were 
stirred today by the arrests of its agents, 
Matthews and Mott, on charges of blackmail 
in connection with the attempts to apprehend 
Brito. Plans were laid for an immediate in- 
vestigation. Comment was withheld pending 
a report from a special inquiry.

HUMAN HAIR IN SHAVING BRUSH 


Wealthy Frenchman Accused of Hypno- 
tizing Victims and Then Clipping 
Their Tresses. 


PARIS, Aug. 2.—There was a surprising 
sequel to a charge of theft preferred against 
two women by a wealthy engineer named Le- 
ramgourg. The police commissioner noticed 
that the hair of both women was cut short 
and in a peculiar manner. When ques- 
tioned they declared that Leramgourg had 
hypnotized them and then cut off their heir. 
At Leramgourg’s house the police found 
locks of hair shorn from ninety-four women, 
which a wig maker estimated to be worth 
$500. It was also discovered that his shav- 
ing brushes were made of women's hair. Le- 
ramgourg has been arrested.

Hermann Knorr’s disposition of his estate 
in favor of the kaiser was prompted by 
patriotism, that is to say, by affection for 
the fatherland, rather than for its ruler.

plied to the use which he had in view. 

As Herr Knorr left a widow, whom he cut 
off with the amount of her dowry and a 
pittance of $200 a year, there is likely to bea 
legal contest, unless a compromise can be 
effected whereby the widow receives a third 
of the estate, which is about what the courts 
would award to her in the event of her win- 
ning her case. 


Kaiser Receives Villa, 

Ten years ago the emperor received the 
bequest of a beautiful villa, surrounded by 
large grounds, in southern Austria. He ac- 
cepted the legacy, and has converted the 
villa into a convalescent home for officers 
of the German army, especially for those 
whose health has suffered by service in 
Africa and Asia. 

Another legacy which he received was that 
of the entire collection of paintings of the 
late Count Adolf Schack, who died twenty 


| years ago at Rome. The count had devoted 


his entire life and much of his great wealth 
to the formation of a unique collection of 
paintings, all of which were preserved in his 
palace at Munich. 

When the old count died it was found that 
instead of having bequeathed his beloved 
paintings to his native city of Munich, as had 
been confidently expected, he had left them 
to Emperor William personally. His motives 
for this, as shown in his will, were admira- 
tion for the kaiser, and likewise resentment 
against Munich, arising from some municipal 
legislation to which he had taken exception. 

Of course the Bavarians, who up to that 
time had shown a very pronounced hostility 
to the kaiser, at once took it for granted 
that he would immediately remove the pic- 
tures to Berlin. But these fears were not 
realiged. Greatly as William, as an art 
lover, must have coveted the Schack col- 


| lection for Berlin, he left Munich in posses- 
sion of the paintings, presenting the entire 
| collection as it stood to the city. 


Victoria’s Fortune from Admirers, 

The bulk of Queen Victoria's large private 
fortune, which at her death was divided 
up among her children, had its origin in a 
bequest of one of her subjects, of whose 
name she never heard until she was noti- 
fled of the contents of his will. 

He was John Camden Neild, son of a jew- 
eler, who kept a shop in St. James street, in 
the latter part of the eighteenth century, and 
had done work for George III. The old 
jeweler was in his way a philanthropist, and 
emulated Howard in his attempts to ameli- 
orate the lot of imprisoned criminals. He 
sent his only son, John, to Trinity college, 
Cambridge, and to the bar, and left him 
about $1,200,000. 

John was somewhat eccentric, but clever 
in his investments. He lived the life of a 
recluse, and in the most miserly fashion, and 


when he died in August, 1852, it was found

Big Receipts and Light Demand 
Bring Lower Values; Sheep 
and Lambs Slump. 


Hog prices opened at a decline ot 100 and 
quickly slumped to a level 18e to 25c lower 
than on Friday. As compared with a week 
ago, Values showed losses of e to 50c, with 
heavy packing hogs at the big end of the 
drop. Receipts were posted at 10,000 head, 
of which shippers bought 1,500, paying up 
to $9.32 for a few of the best lightweights 
and light butchers. Packers bought the bulk 
of. their hogs at $8.50@8.90, bringing the 
average price down to 388.74, as compared 
with $8.87 Friday and $9.11 a week ago. 

At the finish it was estimated there were 
at least 6,000 heavy and mixed packing hogs 
left in the pens for which holders could not 
even secure a bid. Total receipts of hogs 
this week were 124,000 head, against 126,000 
the foregoing week, but they included an 
increased proportion of weighty animals, for 
which there was little demand, and this 
cau the slump in values. Shippers 
bought 21,000 hogs for the week, taking a 
few hundred more than in the preceding 
week, in spite of the falling off in receipts.

'FIND LUMBERMEN | 
GUILTY OF PLOT! 


South Dakota Court Holds 
They Violated New Anti- 
Discrimination Law. 


LIABLE TO $35,000 FINES. 


Appeal Will Be Taken to State 
Supreme Bench, as This Is 
| First Case of Kind. 


Sioux Falls, 8. D., Aug. 2.— [Special. IA 
jury in the state Circuit court of Turner 
county, to which a change of vente had been 
taken, after one of the hottest legal battles 
in the history of South Dakota, in the case 
instituted in Charles Mix county against 
several lumber companies and their officers 
and employés for violating the provisions 
of the anti-discrimination law of South Da- 
kota, returned a verdict of guilty against L. 
C. Kroh, F. 8. Vaughn, R. C. Turner, G. C. 
Meyer, James Jordan, and Pat Mahoney. 
officers and employés, and the Fullerton Lum- 
ber company and the J. H. Queal Lumber 
company. 

These are the first convictions secured in 
South Dakota under the law. 

The maximum sentence which may be im- 
posed under the conviction is a fine of $5,000 
for each defendant, or a total fine of $35,000. 


Three Cases Acquittals. 

Directed verdicts of acquittal were ordered 
by the court in the cases of Kramer, Turner, 
and the Floete Lumber company, at the con- 
clusion of the offering of testimony, as the 
state failed to connect them with the alleged 
conspiracy to cut prices with the alleged ob- 
ject of driving a farmers’ lumber compan 
at Geddes, out of business. ' 

It is said the seven defendents gonvicted 
will move a new trial, and in the event this 
is denied an appeal will be taken to the state 
Supreme court. It is undertsood the mo- 
tion for a new trial will be based on alleged 
errors made during the trial on the admit- 
tance of testimony which should have been 
rejected, and on other alleged irregularities 
during the trial. Royal C. Johnson, attorney 
general of South Dakota, announces if the 
cases are carried to the Supreme court, he 
and his assistants will fight the cases just 
as hard as they did in the state Circuit court 


of Turner county and try to have the verdict 


of the jury affirmed. 


Fight a Bitter One. 

The trial of the cases caused much feeling. 
and on several occasions street fights be- 
tween witnesses on the opposing sides were 
narrowly averted. 

The state contended all the defendants en- 
tered into a conspiracy on Oct. 14, 1910, to fix 
the prices of lumber and building material 
at Geddes, and that L. C. Kroh, auditor of the 
Queal company; Claude Smith, his agent: 
James Jordan of the Fullerton company, and 
G. C. Meyer, his agent; and Pat Mahoney 
of the Floete company, met at Geddes on the 
evening of that day and agreed on a scale 
of prices—a maximum price at which mate- 
rial was to be sold when there was no com- 
petition from the farmers’ company, and a 
minimum or wholesale price at which mate- 
rial was to be sold whenever there was com- 
petition from the farmers’ company.

New York, Aug. 2.—A new low record for 
roidsummer dullness was scored by the stock 
exchange today. Total business of the two 
hours approximated 68,500 shares, compared 
with 64,000 shares on July 11 last, that day 
breaking all low records for something like 
sixteen years. 

The market was without its usual guide, 
as London was observing one of its frequent 
holidays and continental exchanges were 
lifeless. About the only interesting news

When several of the more independent mem- 
bers of the company saw the rooms in which 
they were supposed to dress, they openly 
rebelled, and Frank Allen, managing direc- 
tor of the Moss Empire, who had been com- 
missioned to corrall the performers, found 
it necessary to bring into operation all his 
well known powers of persuasion to prevent 
an absolute flasco. 

Never again,” said two of the artists, 
popular comedians whose music hall salaries 
are well over $1,000 a week. “When we 
agree to go on any job of this kind again 
we will make absolutely sure of what we're 
going up against.”

It we are to shut out or tax contemporary 
art, why not tax contemporary.science? To 
put a duty on painting and sculpture less 
than twenty years old and admit older works 
duty free is almost as bad as it would be to 
admit medical, scientific, and philosophic 
books over twenty years old free and tax 
modern books on those subjects. . If 
we are to close the eyes of artists and stu- 
dents to the contemporary art of Europe, 
why not tax the performance of modern Eu- 
ropean music lest our composers may suffer 
in the competition? Not only is a tax on art 


Ja tax on culture and civilization but the pres- 


ent duty tends to create and foster an illegit- 


That monopoly should be broken and art 
should be made free. In 1900 we gave 
rich men their class of art free and to the 
poor man or man of moderate means we de- 
clined to give it free.“ 


In 1900 representative artists, teachers, mu- 
seum officials, etc., united in protesting 
against the tariff on art. This protest should 
be repeated now more emphatically. Inci- 
dentally it may be worth while to recall that 
the only time we have had free art since the 
civil war was during a Democratic adminis- 
tration, under the Wilson tariff of 1894. The 
present Democratie administration should 
restore it. ‘

riders seated tandem fashioned, an arrange- 
ment more sociable than one would think who 
had not tried it. The main object of the tan- 
dem seating is to get good springing, for if 
seated’ side by side fashion when but one 
rides the car will lean away to one side if the 
springs are as easy acting as they should be. 
If made to prevent this, then they are sprung 
much too stiff for so light a vehicle as this 
will be. If you build for two passengers, 
build tandem. 

This arrangement gives the opportunity for 
@ narrow tread and this will be a thirty-six 
inch as a future standard. A wider tread 
will get into the ruts, but a thirty-six inch 
tread can go between them, and in the tracks 
left by the horses and wheels in a common 
road. The weight in these cars is kept under 
the axles so far as possible so that they are 
even more stable than big cars, as was men- 
tioned in the telegraphic reports of the cycle- 
car grand prix. 

‘ — 

Thus we now know what a cyclecar is and 
have the axioms of producing a reliable, safe 
car: 

The simplest possible mechanism for cheap- 
ness and reliability. 

Narrow tandem seating for easy spring- 
ing. 

Narrow thirty-six inch tread for road 
ability. ’ 

Lowest possibly weight center for safety. 

Keeping these in mind one will see the rea- 
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son for the construction we will now attempt. 

The drawings show a single seater with a 
single cylinder motorcycle motor as power 
plant. It will take but little added ingenuity 
on the part of the builder to make this a tan- 
dem two-seater if he possesses a twin motor, 
and even a single will pull two at a fair 
speed, say twenty miles per hour, if the 
mechanism is simple. 


In the first place, make the frame, in out- 
line as at the right, coming to a blunt point 
in front. The floor boards run lengthwise 
and are further strengthened by cross strips 
underneath. The material is inch boards of 
Spruce or bass wood. The side pieces are at 
least five inches high. 


The motor is supported on a hig wooden 
block cut to fit the under side of the crank 
case and fastened by steel clips to the engine 
bolts or by a cradle cut from heavy gauge 
sheet steel. The detail shows the cradle at C 
and the bolts at N. On the shaft is a chain 
sprocket and ordinary motorcycle clutch. 


The motorcyele countershaft sprocket is 
mounted on a three-quarters to seven- 
eighths inch countershaft, mounted on plain 
or babbited bearings fastened to the top edge 
of the sideboards by clips just as springs are 
fastened on a buggy. Be sure and get the 
shaft solidly mounted and parallel to the 
motor shaft, with the chain sprocket in line 
with the motor sprocket. 

The aprings are old buggy springs picked up 
at a blacksmith or carriage shop and cut in 
two. They are held to the frame at each end 
as in the detail of the flat spring construction. 
Here the half spring is shown at Sand wooden 
cross pieces across the frame under and over 
it at C C. Over the top of the spring is a 
plate, T, with four holes in it, through which 
pass the U shaped pieces of five-sixteenths 
inch Bessemer rod, shown at b. These are 
threaded at the top, and drawing up the nuts 
clamps the spring securely in place. 

The springs at both ends of the frame are 
fitted the same way. The axles are clamped 
directly under the spring ends in the usual 
buggy way. 

The axles are pieces of steel tubing with the 
epindles brazed in the ends. The hubs are 
sidecar hubs as may be obtained from motor- 
cycle dealers. Spokes and rims can be bought 
from motorcycle supply houses. Buy the belt 
rims already on the rear wheels and save 
yourself fitting.

Over the motor erect a frame of strap iron 
as shown to form the front tank bracket, this 
supporting a halt round tank made of tin or 
copper of heavy gauge, lap jointed, well sol- 
dered, and clinched. The back end of the 
tank 10 supported on the wooden dash erected 
just over the countershaft, rounded at the 


top and slanting to the sides. A footboard, 


from the dash slants over the sprocket, and 
through a slotted plate, I, in the footboard 
runs the pedal, P, to the engine clutch.

Next make the body, forming 4 pattern 
first of heavy pasteboard and trying until 
you get it right. Then copy in not too heavy 
sheet steel and upholster the rim or edge it 
with quarter round iron, riveted on as on

Fasten the metal to the frame with screws 
and at the back to the curve of the floor 
boards, 30 that the back has nice lines. The 
seat inside runs between the sideboards of 
the frame, and is cushioned as you please. 
Use imitation leather and stuff with moss for 
cheapness. : 

The brake is next fitted outside, this being 
a wooden lever with a stick below pivoted to 
it above its fulcrum, having a leather faced 
break shoe at its end supported from drop- 
ping by a radius from the frame underneath. 
This shoe presses on the inside of the left 
rim,.as shown. This on one side will hold a 
sirtgle seater car. 

‘Steering is now fitted, a false dash being 
fitted under the cowl and the steering tube 
of one-fourth inch pipe pivots in this, passing 
down forward through the dash and through 
a bearing in the front end ot᷑ the frame. Just 
back of this front bearing is a fiber or wood 
spool about two inches in diameter pinned 
securely to the steering tube, and from this 
lengths of 5-32 inch steel cable run to the 
steering arms.

Garage Owners’ association, the Chicago

Legislation effecting motorists will not be 
overlooked by the organization.

cases either a disk Or leather faced cone 
clutch is to be found on the modern car, with 
the former in the majority by a safe margin. 
The use of the cone clutch was abandoned by 
many makers because of the tendency to 
burn out and to cause a jerking motion to the 
ear when engaged too quickly, this being 
caused more by inattention on the part of the 
owner than to design. 

The average disk clutch runs in a bath of oll, 
although there are some that are called dry 
plate clutches and require practically no at- 
tention beyond cleaning with gasoline once in 
awhile. The ordinary type of disk clutch, 
however needs to be cleaned and kept well 
lubricated in order to work successfully. 


It is customary to pour kerosene in the 
clutch housing in order to cut the oil and 
grease, letting the motor run a little and to 
let the clutch in and out a little to assist in the 
work. Then, after this has been drained, use 
gatoline to wash out the kerosene, but the 
motor should not be run now, as there is a 
chence of igniting the vapors in the clutch 
housing and setting fire tothe car. After the 
oll has been thoroughly cleaned out a light 
oll can be placed in the housing for use. If 
this work is performed once every two 
months the operator will not only finda much 
better working clutch but will perhaps save 


the cost of replacement. 


A cone clutch needs, perhaps, less atten- 
“tion, and is, of course, easier to keep in con- 
dition. Gasoline and a small brush are all 


that are needed to clean the oll from a cone 


clutch. Then the clutch should be fastened 
out of engagement so as to permit the leather 
to thoroughly dry. The gasoline bath will, 
too, raise the fiber of the leather and make 
it’ more liable to take hold when engaged. 
After the leather has dried neat's foot oil 
should be spread on the leather and the 
clutch engaged several times in order that 
the oil may be well distributed on the leather. 
Thoroughly cleaned two or three times a 
year and oiled every two months, is suffi- 
cient to take care of the average cone clutch. 

Planetary transmissions should be thor- 
oughly cleaned of all oil and grease fre- 
quently and new grease or oil added. This 
form of gear, too, will need frequent ingpec- 
tion in order to take up the bands, which 
naturally are apt to wear from constant 
slipping. 

— 

Motorists can eliminate to a large extent 
the chance of spring breakage bya little 
care and attention and without the least bit 
of expense, In a car that is washed, fre- 
quently water nfids its way between the 
lea ves of the springs, only to form rust, eat- 
ing away the meta) and causing the spring 
action to be nil, thus permitting breakage 
without much provocation in the way of a 
rebound, to say nothing of causing naa rid-

There ig a little tool made and sold at a 
small figure which is designed to spread the 
leaves, so that oil may be inserted between 
them. It will also permit of enough spread 
to allow a strip of emery cloth to be inserted 
so that the rust that has accumulated may 
be taken off. This should be done before the 
oll is applied. In case the rust is heavy it is 
a good plan to inject a liberal supply of kero- 
sene to cut the rust somewhat. When oil- 
ing ree force in a little graphite as 
well, as this l find its way into the small 
pores and uneven spots, and will at the same 
time not only serve to keep out dirt and 
water, but is a splendid lubricant as well. 

When an accident occurs it fg not infre- 
quent the driver lays the trouble to the fact 
that hie brakes did not work—and this is, 
as a matter of fact, the cause in a number 
of cases. It is quite as essential that the 
brakes on a car be in as effective working 
condition as the motor; in fact, more so, for 
a poorly working motor will only cause an- 
noyance to the operator, whereas a poorly 
working brake may bring disaster and even 
death. A motorist should make it a rule to 
have his brakes adjusted the moment he no- 
tices they are not effective, which is clearly 
indicated by the fact that the car does not 


stop as readily as it did previously. It is } 


not a difficult, task to adjust the brakes, and 
during the operation it is a good plan to see 
that they are free from grease, which is apt 
to work around the bands from the differen- 
tial housing. 

Wise motorists fill their radiators when 
motors are running, in order to avoid an air 
pocket, which will permit st to accumu- 
late and cause such a pressure that the water 
will not flow, despite the fact that the pump 
is working. 


Time and labor on the road may be avoid- 


ed if the motorist will take the trouble to 
drain the bowl of his carbureter once in a 
while to rid it of dirt and the possible accu- 
mulation of water, caused by condensation. 
Water is not apt to show itself during hot 
weather, but it will under other conditi.@:s 
and will effectually stop the flow of fuel. A 
little attention to such small things will make

The city’s commercial club is composed of 
400 members, Emil Geil, president of the 
Belleville Hosiery Mills company, being 
chairman of the club.

OME people sty that Illinois really 

comprises three states—Chicago, cen- 

tral and northern Illinois, and Egypt. 

By the majority of people only the 

second of these divisions is considered 
in. referring to Illinois agriculture. ‘‘ Egypt,“ 
which takes its name from its proximity to. 
the. American Nile and the cities of Cairo, 
Thebes, and Memphis, ig quite generally ig- 
nored. This is not due to any deficiency in 
the soil or natural resources of southern Illi- 
nois, but to the backwardness of the popu- 
lation in adopting modern agricultural meth- 
ods, 


The original settlers of. southern Illinois: 
found that the soil would yield a tremendous 
harvest of corn. They started growing corn 
and for generations they have been growing 
corn year after year on the same land until 
the average yield per acre has fallen quite 
low. In some districts, however, the propa- 
ganda for scientific cultivation of the soll 
waged by the federal government and by 
the University of Illinois has made an inroad 
on the natural conservatism of the Egyptians 
and crop yields have been increased 25 per 
cent or more in the last few ycars. 


Land values, however, are still based toa 
great extent on crop yields produced by sixty 
to elghty years of misuse and exhaustion 
of the soil, while in northern Illinois land 
values are based on yields achieved from nat- 
urally rich soil plus scientific cultivation, crop 
rotation, and fertilization. The result is 
that in many districts of northern and central 
Illinois land is scarce at $250 an acre, while 
land of almost identical fertility in southern 
Illinois goes begging at $60 an acre. 

Southern Illinois has a hard subsoil, some- 
times mistakenly called hardpan, and is of a

light color less rich in appearance than the 


land of the northern part of the state. It has 


been shown, ‘however, that under proper vul- 
tivation the southern part of the state will 


produce as bountififily as any soil. 


That the expense is not prohibitive has been 


demonstrated again and again. One farmer 
in Richland county who was induced to spend 
about $5 for lime and manure for five acres 
of his farm was surprised beyond measure 
when he obtained more than double the 
amount spent from each of the five acres in 
the first crop. And it was estimated that the 
effect would continue for five years.

wake. The adaptability of Egypt to the fat- 
tening of stock and production of milk is in- 
dicated by the fact that the greater part of 
the red top seed of the world is produced in 
a few counties surrounding Centralia, Mt. 
Vernon, and Olney. 

Orcharding also offers great opportunities 
to pioneers who will desert traditional meth- 
ods and follow the dictates of science and 
common sense. Illinois is the third state in 
the union in the production of apples, and the 
greater part of the Illinois crop is raised in 
Egypt. The little town of Noble claims to 
have the largest fruit growing plant in the 
world. It can handle about 2,500 bushels a 
day and its season lasts from July to Novem- 
ber. 

From these figures one might imagine the 
surrounding district composed of splendid, 
well kept orchards. In reality orchards oc- 
cupy but a small proportion of the land and 
in a large proportion of the orchards there is 
no attempt to collect the few wormy apples

About a generation 
ago most of the farmers of this district 
planned orchards. As one of the natives said 
recently: They just stuck the trees in the 


and went off and left them. When the crop

There was no pretense of car- 
ing for the trees or marketing the crop in a 
businesslike manner.” 

Many of the modern owners of orchards 
treat them just as their fathers did, but a 
small minority are acting according to in- 
structions furnished by the state experiment 
station. 

The result is that one may ride along the 


apple orchards. The one plowed between the 
trees, pruned; sprayed, and loaded down with 
splendid big juicy, well flavored apples; the. 
other filled with weeds, dead limbs, worms, 
insects, and a scattering of apples too worth- 
less to gather. A few years previously the 
two orchards may have been in the same con- 
dition, but one has been taken in charge by 
a man with modern ideas and energy. 

It is claimed that an ordinary apple orchard 
in southern Illinois with fifty trees to the 
acre will produce at least eight bushels to 
the tree. Early apples this year have been 
selling at $2.50 to $3.50 a barrel. Straw-

Doubled in Ten Y cars. 


‘LLINOIS shies third in manufactures 
among the states of the union, being ex- 
ceeded only by New York and Pennsyl- 
vania. The output of Illinois in 1909, 
the latest figures available. was $1,9i9,- 

277,000. The next state in rank is Massa- 
chusetts with 51.400.529, 000, and the next 
Ohio with 81. 487, 888. 000 No state adjoining 
Illinois produced a third as much manufac- 
tured goods. 

t the manufactures produced in Illinols 
$1,281,171,000 worth was produced in Chicag 
and~$638.106.000 in the smaller cities in the 
state. During the previous ten years the 
manufactures in Chicago increased about 50 


increased 100 per cent. That is to say, the rate 
of growth of the manufacturing plants in the 
smaller cities of Illinois was more than twice 
as rapid as the growth of those located in 
Chicago: 

The cities of Illinois, exclusive of Chicago, 
produce about $100,000,000 more in manufac- 
tured products than the entire state of Wis- 
consin or the whole of Indiana or Missouri 
and about $400,000,000 more than the state 
of Iowa. Some of the smaller cities near 
Chicago are actively engaged in building up 
their factory districts. The city of Elgin, 
for instance, offers to build factories for 


per cent, while those in the rest of the state

Similar enterprise ts being dieshared by 
some of the cities in the southern coal] belt of 
the state. These cities claim that by reason of 
their location on great beds of coal, which 
May be easily and cheaply mined. manufac- 
turers will make great savings in their fuel, 
as well as escape the high rent and high taxes 
of the metropolis. Effingham, Belleville, 
Taylorville, East St. Louis, Centralia, Alton, 
and Decatur are cam palgning for new indus- 
tries with those arguments. 

It is not generally realized that fifty-three 
of the 102 counties of Illinois produce coal. 
The state is exceeded only by Pennsylvania 
and West Virginia in its output of this min- 
eral. More than 41,000,000 fons of bitumin- 
ous coal a year are produced by the mines of 
Tilinois, about 25 per cent more than the 
total United States output of bituminous 
coal in 1880. The fourth state in coal produe- 
tion is Ohio, with 30 000,000 tons, and the 
fifth Indiana with 16,000,000. 

The leading coal produeing Spunties @ 
Illinois, ranked in the order of their output, 
are Williamson, St. Clair, Sangamon, Ma- 
coupin, Madison, Saline, Vermilion, Frank- 
lin, and Montgomery, all in the southern halt 
of the state.

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Building Boom Is Going on in Taylorville. 


AYLORVILLE, the county seat of 

Christian county, III., has a popula- 

tion of 10,000. It is situated near the 

south fork of the Sangamon river, and 

has three railroads, the Chicago and 
St. Louis line of the Wabash, the Beards- 
ton and Shawneetown branch of the Balti- 
more and Ohio, and the terminus of the Chi- 
cago and Illinois Midland. 

In natural wealth Taylorville has a nine 
foot vein of coal and the rich, black lands of 
the Illinois corn belt. Its educational advan- 
tages consist of a township high school, four 
ward schools, a public library, and ten 
churches. There are three miles of street 
railway, eight miles. of paved streets, one 
electric light and power plant, one steam 
heating plant, one gas plant, and a telephone 
system. 

The town has two coal mines, employing 
over 600 men, with an annual payroll of more 
than $456,000. There is also located here the 
largest paper mill of its kind in the United 
States, the E. Z. Opener Bag company, with 
125 employés and an output of fifteen to six- 
teen tons of paper per day; two packing 
houses, one ice factory, two tile and brick 
works, two elevators, one milling company, 
tmo daily papers, one monthly magazine, one 
exclusive job printing house, two lumber 

yards, a planing mill, one machine shop, and 
an iron foundry. 

There are three national banks and one 
private bank, with assets of more than §$2,- 


500,000. Besides these there are three build - 
ing and loan associations and several pri- 
vate loan companies. 


The city is in the wet zone,’ supporting 


thirteen saloons and receiving an annual 
revenue of $1,000 from each of them,

Waukegan, II. [Forward to the Land 
Bureau.}—Can you tell me what kinds of 
soil are adapted to apple culture and some- 
thing about apple gruwing in general? 

H. A. R. 
This subject is treated in a free farmers’ 
bulletin, No, 118, The Apple and How to 
Grow It,” issued by the United States de- 
partment of agriculture. 

Of the soils adapted to the growing of 
apples the bulletin says: . 

„Apple trees will thrive and do well on 
almost any soil which is well prepared, but 
the different kinds of soll may require dif- 
ferent treatment and after care. 

“A loamy soil is naturally rich in plant 
food, hence it will need little if any manur- 


ing in its preparation. uBt it should be 


deeply stirred and thoroughly, broken up by 
subsolling. This loamy soil is what is 
termed free soil, as it seldom becomes com- 
pacted, even by abusive treatment. 

“A clay soil is the most difficult te pre- 
pare and often requires manuring as well 
as thorough plowing, replowing, and sub- 
soiling. It should also be frequently stirred 
during the summer months, and especially 
as soon after rainfall as practicable, to pre- 
vent it from baking and becoming compact- 
ed. This becomes even more important in 


seasons of long drought. 


“Sa: dy soils are generally lacking in the 
necessary plant food. They also have the 
ebjection of losing such fertilizers as may 
by added by the leaching effect of the rain- 
fall. 

“The wood growth on loamy soils will be 
strong and vigorous, but may not be suffi- 
ciently mature to withstand the freezing of 
the more rigorous’ winters. Clay lands are 
not apt to produce such vigorous growth and 
orchard trees on such lands will be hardier 
as to winter killing than on most other soils. 
With a free subsoil underlying it a loamy 
clay soil will probably yield the best re- 


sults, especailly if it be well prepared by 
thorough culture and subsoiling before 


planting the trees. Timber lands or lands 
on which forests have formerly grown, if 
having the proper exposure and drainage, 
are preferable for orchard sites. Such lands 
contain all the elements of plant food neces- 


sary to insure a good and sufficient wood 
| growth and fruitfulness. Fruit grown on 


such lands will rank first class in size, quan- 
tity, and appearance.” 

More specific information is contained in 
the bulletin regarding the kinds of trees to 
plant, care of the ordchard, seasons for 
planting, etc. A copy of the bulletin can be 
gecured by writing to the secretary of the 
United States department of agriculture, 
Washington, D. C.

Effective Spraying Mixture. 

Aurora, Ill.—[Forward to the Land Bu- 
reau.}—If possible, I weuld like to have you 
tell me something about an effective fruit 
spray, what constitutes a good spraying 


mixture, eto. DA. FF 
Circular No. 160, Some Common Spray 


Mixtures,” issued by the University of Iili- 


nois agricultural experiment station, covers 
that question in a comprehensive manner. 
It says, in part: 

“ The protection of fruit trees from the rav- 
ages of fungous diseases and insect pests by 
spraying is no longer an experiment. No 
phase of herticultural activity is attracting 
more attention today than the proper use of 
fungicides and insecticides, since the qual- 
ity of the fruit which is placed upon the mat- 
ket is determined largely by the character of 
the spraying which has been done. 

„A fungicide is a preparation which has 
for its active agent some chemical in which 
the development of fungous spores is re- 
tarded or prevented. It is generally applied 
with water, which serves as & distributing 
agent for the active ingredient. Fungicides 
are designed to control such diseases as apple 
scab, apple biotch, a rot, and many 

of a similar nature. 
ey ee mixture is the standard fungi- 
cide for most of the diseases injurious to or- 
chard or garden rops. It is made from cop- 
per sulphate and lime, and was introduced 
into this country from Europe in 1887 by the 
United States department of ‘agriculture. 


nd the mixture giving the best re- 

ro re is made from four pounds of 

copper sulphate, four pounds of lime, and 
fifty gallons of water. 

“When the small home orchard composed 

of only a few trees is to be sprayed, the 

equipment should consist of a fifty gallon 


then pour a bucket of each simultancousy 
into a barrel, allowing the two streams to 
come together. Continue in the same way 
until the entire amount is made. Thoroughly 
agitate the blue mixture in the barrel, and 
transfer it through a strainer into the spray 
tank. It is now ready for application.”

Richland and Williamson Counties. 
Sheldon, Ia.—[{Forward to the Land 
Bureau. Please describe the country in 
southeast Illinois. I am especially interested 
in Richland county. Is that good producing 
corn land and is it adapted to apple culture? 
Can one buy such land at a reasonable 
price? H. H. 
Shelbyville, III. [Forward to the Land 
Bureau.]—Have been reading in THE 
TRIBUNE with a great deal of interest your 
land section. Have become interested and 
feel confident you are trying to do the right 
thing. I write to get information on land 
in Williamson county, Illinois. If you can 


state the value of land and what it is best 


adapted for it will be helpful to me. A. R. 
Describing the southeastern section of IIIi- 

nois, a bulletin on the agricultural opportuni- 

ties of the state in general issued by the di- 


vision ‘of information, bureau of immigration | 


and naturalization of the United States de- 
partment of labor, says: 

“The great southeastern portion of Iili- 
nois is chiefly océupied by a shallow covering 
of loesslike material which overlies the de- 
posits of one of the older periods of glacia- 
tion. This shallow loess is gray or ash col- 
ored, compact and dense, differing in this re- 
spect from the yellow well drained and friable 
loess of the deeper areas.“ 

Loess means a silty loam. 

There is no federal soil survey of any 
county which is in the southeastern section 
of Illinois, strictly speaking. The nearest 
county so surveyed is Clay county, of which 
a soil survey was made in 1902 by the bureau 
of soils of the United States department of 
agriculture. The survey of that county may 
be taken as indicative of conditions in Rich- 
land county, which adjoins Clay county on 
the east, and is one of the best known fruit 
counties of southeastern Illinois. Clay county 
lies near the center of the southern part of 
TDilinois. 

Of the agricultural conditions in Clay 
eounty when the survey was made the re- 
port says in part: 

9 * 


Good Soil for Fruit. 


“The prosperity of any agricultural com- 
munity is dependent largely upon the char- 
acter of the soil, as well as upon the climate, 
market facilities, character of the people, 
and other factors. Clay county was not 
blessed with a fertile soil to begin with, and 
the profits from the growing of the staple 
crops have not been as great as in some other 
areas, but the fruit industry has become one 
of great importance within the last few 
years, and is bringing thousands of dollars 
into the county and adding to the general 
prosperity of the farming class. Many of the 
farmers have substantial, well built resi- 
dences with good barns and outhouses. The 
average dwelling house, however, is not ex- 
pensive, but is neat and shows evidence of 
prosperity. A number of fine herds of cattle 
were noted, and much more attention is being 
given to stock raising than formerly. In an 
area where so much hay is grown the rais- 
ing of stock should be one of the chief in- 
dustries. The hay should be fed to the stock 
and the manure put upon the land. In this 
way the original fertility of the soil could be 
more nearly maintained. 

“About 25 per cent of the land in Clay 
county is yet unimproved. According to the 
1910 United States census the per cent of farm 
land improved was 88.7 when the census re- 
port was taken.] There are a great number 
of small farms of from ten to forty acres, 
and the average size is probably a little less 
than sixty acres. There are also a large 
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| The Forward to the Land Bureau. 


number ranging from 120 to 820 acres, and 
a few farmers own more than an entire sec- 


' thon. 


“ The price of farm lands varies much, de- 
pending upon the improvements, location, 
and the percentage which is in orchard. 
Some of the orchards will sell for $75 or $100 
an acre, and the best lands without orchard 
will bring from $30 to $40 an acre. 

(The average value of farm land per acre 
in 1910, as given in the United States census 
of that year, was $36.90.) 


* 
Some Average Orchard Yields. 


“General farming and fruit growing are 
the principal agricultural industries of Clay 
county. Corn is cultivated by nearly all the 
farmers, but the soll of the uplands ‘is not 
well adapted to this crop. 

“The production of hay ranks among the 
first of the industrieg of Clay county. Quite 
a little timothy hay is cut, especially in the 
northeastern part of the county, but red top 
is the variety of grass principally grown 
and {is considered one of the best paying 
crops. 

“Twenty-five years ago there were only 
a few small orchards, but today (1902) con- 
servative estimates give the area in orchards 
as 80,000 acres, which places Clay county in 
the front rank of apple producing counties 
of the United States. 

“Some fruit growers claim that little profit 
ig being made from the growing of fruit, 
while others are undoubtedly obtaining hand- 
some returns upon their investment. One 
average orchard of twenty-five acres near 
Flora, which hasbeen planted fourteen years, 
has paid $126 per acre, or an average of a 
little more than $800 per year for the entire 
period it has been set out. The land was 
cropped until the trees were 7 years old and 
the returns from this source were not taken 
into consideration. Another orchard of 
forty acres was bought two years ago for 
$1,110. Last year the apples sold for $400 
and this year the product of twenty acres 
brought $800. Some orchards in good years 
will pay $100 per acré, and an instance is 
known where $250 per acre was obtained 
from one orchard for two different years. 
These instances are given to show what 
profits have actually been made by some 
growers. 

“Other fruits besides apples are grown,

ing, city waste, jails and police stations, 
municipal amusement centers, schools, eu-

It is finished with stone floors, walls, and 
ceiling and fitted with beautifully carved

The chapel holds about sixty people. A 


tablet on the south wall commemorates 


James Houghteling’s work as the founder 
of the St. Andrew’s brotherhood in Chicago 
and as a stanch member and supporter of 


the church. His father, William Hough- 


teling, was a vestryman and devoted church- 
man; James Houghteling was the same, and 
the mantle of these two distinguished men 
has now fallen on the shouldens of the grand- 
son and son, James Lawrence Houghteling, 
who is now a vestryman and also a dev 

worker in the St. Andrew’s brotherhood.

‘MR. BRYAN’S INHERITANCE, NOT 
: i O ‘ 


URS. 

Mr. Bryan is helpless in the hands of h's 
destiny when the military arrangements of 
the nation are to be considered. President 
Wilson may arise superior to his, but we 
may neither expect it of Mr. Bryan nor 
properly chide him for failure. 

Mr. Bryan is. to a greater extent than 
Mr. Wilson a Jeffersonian. What he has 
not inherited of Jeffersonianism he has 
absorbed. Therefore, when Mr. Bryan 
thinks of battleships he must think in the 
terms of Jefferson. . 

Jefferson is not remembered chiefly for 
his naval policy. At a time when decrees, 
orders of council, events and circumstances 
were pushing the infant United States into 
war with the greatest of sea powers, Jef- 
ferson’s conception of a proper use of tLe 
few frigates in the American navy was to 
run them upstream and put a roof over 
them. Thus they might be useful 

The naval defenst of the country, so es- 
tablished, would be eupplemented by about 
120 gunboats, each carrying oae gun which 
had to be lashed tightly if the boat put out 


to sea, boats capable of running up the 


rivers and creeks. This was inspired policy 
inasmuch as it bas been proved since that 
if battleships could be distributed as gen- 
erously through the country as postoffices 
there would be no congressional opposition 
to an adequate navy. The navy's embar- 
rassment is that so many cities cannot pos- 
sibly have a battleship. 

Jefferson’s reliance was placed upon tho 
armed freemen of the country trained to 
efficiency by the May day maneuvers when 
a citizen who did not come with two spare 
flints, priming wire or brush was fined 20 


cents, and a citizen who neglected to 


wear a uniform was fined $2. 

With military forces thus happily 
strengthened the United States finally en- 
gaged, under another administration, in tho 
war of 1812. The citizen army, made ef- 
ficient by May day training, was officered 
by as brilliant a set of politicians as ever 
ate dried appfes in a country store. 

The results might be recalled with profit 
from time to time now, even as we are cele- 
brating the centennial of one of the actions 
of that war which may be recalled without 
a chastened spirit. : 

Through months of humiliation, rout, sur 
render, anguish, and loses of territory the 
political incompe tents went to court mar - 
tial, to death, or to retirement, and up ont 
of the ruck of incompetency came men like 
Scott and then such saving engagements as 
the battle of the Thames and Lundy’s Lane. 

And in all the disgrace the relieving as- 
pects which cheered the sad national spirit 
and strengthened the developing national 
purpose were the naval victories achieved 
by the force Jefferson and the Jeffersonian 
Republicans despised because it was favored 
by the Federalists. 

Mr. Bryan cannot resist his policy with 
regard to the navy. It is his inheritance. 
but it is not the nation’s. 


NORWICH DISCOVERS BORROW. 

There is one form of international civility 
not infrequent in its occurrence of which 
little notice hag been taken. This is the 
happy office which one country performs 
for another in discovering its authors and 
giving them the appreciation which their 
own country has been slow to grant. A 
mere reference to the quick appreciation of 
Poe in France and of Whitman in England 
will euffice. It appears that America has 
performed a similar service for George Bor- 
row, the Romany Rye of England, and that 
because of the affectionate interest of 
Americans in Norwich, the sojourning place 
of this Gypsy scholar, the mayor has become 
aware of the significance of the modest 
Borrow home and has purchased it to pro- 
serve it as a memorial to the author of 
„ Lavengro,” The Bible in Spain,” and 
other books. 

The study of Borrow is, indeed, a sort of 
eult. It cannot be maintained—though it 
may be undertaken—by perfectly serious 


‘and consistent minds, for, though Borrow 


often convinced himself that he was a very 
dependable and conscientious person, as a 


matter of fact he himself, as well as his | 


friends and associates, were the creature 
of his compelling ca price. He undoubtedly 
was touched with a wild and fascinating 
charlatanism. The world for him—although 
his inherent piety would not let him ac- 
knowledge it—was a bag of tricks, and 
whenever his fancy had its freedom he be- 
came in fact or in imagination the wander- 
ing Gypsy, speaking an ancient and curious 
tongue, who delighted to shake himself clear 
of stultifying gentility and to swing down 
the roadways of the world with that elate 
thief and liar, Pentulengro. 

Liberal minded Borrow lovers admit that 
riant paganism was forever jostling the 
elbow of Borrow’s piety and mocking its dis- 
creet ear with reckless laughter. It is no 
‘wonder that, being beset by vagrant spirits, 
Borrow clung with almost-frenzied tenacity 
to his Protestantiom, turning himself into a 


veritable dragon on its behalf, and spitting 


fire alike at “Catholicism and infidelity.

SCIENCE CREATES WEALTH. 

The value of a first class agricultural ¢ol- 
lege to a farming state is shown by the re- 
sults which have followed many years of 
teaching in Kansas. The agricultural de- 
partment of that state has had an enviable 
reputation, but this was not earned without 
great expenditure of money and effort.. It 
required years of talk and teaching to prove 
to the farmers of that state, as, indeed, to 
those of any state, that book larnin’” 
could do anything for them, but at last, when 
&ctual crop yields showed beyond a doubt 
the advantage of science, they adopted its 
methods. | 

Western Kansas was slower to yield to 
the new education; because poor land is 
usually inhabited by poor farmers. That is, 
the land in that part of the state was called 
poor for long years, but now dry farming 
methods as well as irrigation have trans- 
ferred the western counties from deserts to 
fruitful acres. 

Steadily the western counties have in- 
creased their wheat acreage, until now they 
rival the eastern part of the state. There 
are 6,000,000 acres of wheat sown in Kan- 
gas, with an average of twelve bushels to 
the acre. But the farmers are not satisfied 
with that small average, and they have been 
applying the methods of the college to their 
work, with the result that next year will see 
the acre figures greatly increased, Deep 
and early plowing is the chief secret bf the 
phenomenal yields now seen in the western 
couuties—yields which will average from 
twenty-five to thirty bushels, and in some 
cases will reach forty to fifty bushels to the 
acre. 

The Kansas Oity Star has been canvass. 
ing the farmers and finds that what was the 
exception is now likely to become the normal 
yield. Even the Salina record of fifty-four 
and one-half bushels will soon attract no par- 
ticular attention if seven inch July plowing 
is continued and the purchase of improved 
machinery is kept up. ‘There are other 
factons, but these are the chief ones in suc- 
cess there.

around much. For this there were 
reasons—life was not so strenuous, 
work, was not so hard; life was a 
resting spell.

Now most people have got the pollution 
taste out of their water. Some of them have 
got the individual flavors out of their milk, 
and a few are getting their vegetables and 
butter right.

safe enough. The blindly foolish are pay- 
ing toll, but so many places are getting 
right that the blindly foolish are kept some- 
what safe by the law of averages.

Why should he not carry the planning a 
little further? Why should he not get ex- 
act information about water, milk, and such 
things, as well as the time at which the 11:44 
reaches Siloam Springs; at least, find out 
the more important points? 

What the most important points are will 
depend on what one is after. A man who 
has malaria should keep away from a mvos- 
quito infested place; for him that takes 
precedence over everything elge. 

There is a pretty good chance that he can 
kill off those parasites already infecting 
him. A moderate amount of quinine, exer- 
cise in the open air, plenty of good food, and 
a cool, quiet sleeping place will put him ia 
shape to rid his blood of the parasites, pro- 
vided infected mosquitoes do not periodi- 
cally reintect him. . 

Anopheles mosquitoes—the malarial 
kind—are everywhere, and it can be as- 
sumed that if mosquitoes are present, old 
lady anopheles is among those in attend- 
ance. If the resort is popular with people 
from malarial districts it can be assumed 
that some of the mosquitoes are infected. 

Therefore, the man from a malaria! coun- 
try seeking a resort should investigate the 
mosquito question. In addition, he should 
inquire about malaria,

If it be a mother planning to take her 
teething baby away she wants to know 
about another group of facts. If her baby 
is breast fed the most important point is, 
How cool is the place—particularly, How 
cool ig the bedroom which she may occupy ? ‘ 

A large part of the baby’s trouble in 
summer is heat trouble. The skin rashes 
are exceedingly troubiesome. ‘To settle in a 
hot room means the baby will be anuvyed 
by prickly heat. If the baby is kept in a 
hot room it cannot easily radiate the heat 
made by the food on its way from milk to 
tissue and energy. The baby is liable to 
cholera infantum or some other form of 
heat stroke.

If the baby is not breast fed the milk 
supply must be inquired into. These ques- 
tions must be answered: 
dairy barns and cows?” Is the milk 
pasteurized?” Can 1 get milk less than 
six hours old?” What are the facilities 
for keeping the milk cold and clean?” “ Is 
there a milk inspection system?” 

A woman had better keep the baby away 
from the resort that cannot satisiactorily 
answer the above questions. In a general 
way, whatever makes the place safe for 
grownups makes it safe for children.

Speaking of Michigan resorts, Dr. Rob- 
ert Dixon, secretary of the state board of 
health, had the following to say in the Feb- 
ruary issue of the bulletin: 

“We have received many letters asking 
about sanitary conditions at our summer re- 
sorts. People realize that to spend three 
or four weeks at an insanitary resort is 
likely to be worse than to stay athome in the 
city. 

One man in Wiscdiisin writes that his 
wife was attacked by typhoid fever two 
weeks after returning from one of our re- 
sorts last fall, and that he knows of three 
similar cases. He wants to know if he 
would be safe in bringing his family and 
some friends to that resort this season. 

The proprietor was informed of the need 
for cleaning up and making changes, but he 
‘knew his business,’ and gives no assur- 
ance of effort to protect his patrons. He 
will lose patronage this season, and it is 
hoped that he will not have enough people 
there to keep running. 


— 

Many Michigan resorts are in splendid 
condition, and we intend to give them a 
good word at every opportunity. 

One resort proprietor writes us that he 
expects to have the most sanitary and health 
conducing resort in the state of Michigan 
this season. The way he is going at it 
makes it appear that he will, yet we assure 
him he has more than a little competition 
in that line. 

Michigan summer resorts will be 
cleaner than ever this season, except a few 
filthy places, which the department and the 
public will spot early ia the season.“ 

— 

In an effort to enforce rigid observation 
of sanitary conditions the Michigan board 
of health has adopted the following rules. 

“ CLOSETS—Where there is no water 
or sewer system the ‘dry earth closet’ 
should be installed. This should be so con- 
structed as to provide for a water tight 
can or bucket, which fits tight against the 
bench, and will be covered by a self-closing 
lid. Sufficient dry earth should be applied 
to completely cover the contents of the can 
and to absorb all liquids. The contents 
should be removed and buried at least once 
a month during the resort season, and oft- 
ener if necessary. 

-—o 

“GARBAGE AND SEWAGE—Gar- 
bage must not be thrown into the lake. A 
garbage can or barrel, with a fly proof 
cover, should be used at each cottage. The 
contents should be removed two or three 
times a week and buried at least one foot 
under the ground. No pits, into which 
garbage is being dumped, will be tolerated, 
unless each quantity of garbage is immedi- 
ately covered with at least three inches of 
earth. The burning of garbage in bontires 
is so seldom effective that it is not to be 
tolerated, 

“Throwing tin cans or other rubbish and 
refuse on the beach, or on the ground, is 
prohibited. A covered barrel or box should 
be placed at the rear of each cottage for re- 
ceiving such refuse, which should be re- 
moved to some suitable place and buried as 
often as may be found necessary. 

— 

“ Cleaning fish upon the beach is strictly 
prohibited. It should be done back and 
away from the cottage, and the refuse im- 
mediately buried. 

Ref use from lunch counters, lemonade 
stands, pavilions, and other concessions 
must be treated as garbage, and disposed of 
accordingly. 

“Throwing refuse »f any kind into the 
lake is strictly forbidden. 

“The emptying of drains or sewers from 
sinks, toilets, closets, te., into the lake is 
strictly forbidden. 

“The relation which insanitary condi- 
tions bear to the breeding of flies should be 
carefully considered, and no material in 
which flies would have an opportunity to 
breed should be exposed. 

“ Violations of the foregoing regulations 
will give rise to the establishment of nuis- 
ances, which are detrimental to public 
bealth, and violators will be subject to 
the law relating to the maintenance of 
nuisances, 

“ The local boards of health are asked to 
enforce these regulations.” 

_ 

These rules have been printed on large 
Placards, and the people are encouraged to 
get and distribute them about the resorts. 
They can be had by applying to the proper 
health officers. 

The health board has also printed instruc- 
tions telling how to build sanitary dry 

earth” closets. These will also be fur- 
nished upon request. 

Citizens living at resorts are urged to 


‘procure these placards, and to build such 


closets, maintaining thereby as high a de- 
gree of sanitation as is possible. 
~ 

The chief danger to be thought of in so- 
journing at resorts, or resort towns, is ex- 
posure to infectious diseases. Of these, 
typhoid fever is the most common and the 
most deadly. 

Because it is a common disease, it ig 
viewed too indifferently by too many peo 
ple. Not only the laity but a great many 
physicians view the prevalence of typhoid 
with too little concern.

Making trifies an exercise may seem simple and in- 
effective to unthinking people, but Just such simple 
actions a6 picking up ping and | from the floor, 


dropping am, handkerchief. and picking It up, property 
bending the body from the hips while reaching down, 


are all exerciaes benéficial to the health and the pro- 
longation of youth. 

Notice how heavy you become frem sitting around 
and reading during a whole afternoon. Take a three 
or four days’ trip on a train and you will realise how 
necessary bending and actions of ali kinds are te your 
vitality, When you leaye the train you long for a 
good stiff walk to limber up your jaints and muscles. 

Every woman may not be able to take exercise out 
of doors daily, but every Woman has an equal chance 


for grace and health if she will avail herself of the 


opportunity her work provides for exerciae. 

Such a simple thing as ascending stairs may be con- 
verted into a beneficial exercise. To ascend a staircase 
properly you should poise yourself firmly upon the ball 
of one foot while giving the upward spring of the body 
necessary to bring the ether feet to the level of the 
next step. The speed with which you elimb the stairs 
should be regulated so ag net te bring too great a stress 
upon the heart and lungs. If the heart palpitates and 

* 


insufficient use of the hip muscles, too much reclining 
and relaxation, and not enough bending. 

It ts no idle saying that tie proper use of the hip 
joints will retain a youthful figure. When working at 
a typewriter, washing at a tub, culling beautiful flow. 
ers, or picking up things, always bend the body from 
the hips. 

Every woman should bend down to the floor Aafty 
times a day, keeping her knees stiff and reaching for 
something. Such action will limber up all joints and 
keep them youthful. a 

It is never too late to begin this bending eser eise 
You may find it difficult at first if the fat has aceumu- 
lated around the waist line, but it is only a question 
of a few days’ perseverance in the exercise when the 
body will bend and a rounded back and shoulders will 
become straight again. 

A woman in an eastern city told me that for years 
her neck had been stiff, rendering it almost impossible 
for her to turn her head from side to side. Her hus 
band met with reverses and it was necessary for her te 
do all the work of the house. There was much wood. 
work that required daily dusting, and, being unable te 
turn her whole body freely when she was mounted on 

ladder to reach the different dusty niches, she was 
compelled to attempt to turn her head in spite of the 
pain the movement caused at first. To her surprise 
the stiffness disappeared within a few weeks and the 
trouble has not returned. The constant exercise of the 
muscles and tendons of the neck accomplished for her 
what physicians had failed to do.

| Few Stand Properly. 

Few persons who have not been trained stand prop- 
erly. This is something that can be practiced in the 
home just as well as in the gymnasium. If you wish 
@ test as te your correctness in the matter take 
moderately heavy book and place it on top of the head 
and balance yourself to carry it easily. The head wilh 
come in a line with the rest of the body, the chin wil} 
be drawn in, the chest will be thrust forward and the 
stomach back, the knees will be straightened and the 
heels placed together. 

How different is this form from the slouching atti- 
tude so many women let themselves fall into! The 
head is poked forward, the chest caves in, the stamach 
protrudes so that «he contents of the abdomen are 
thrust upon the abdominal walls inste«d of being eas 
ried in the bony structure and supported by it, ag is 
intended, and the abdomen is unsightly, The knees are 
bent and uncertain and the feet fall apart. This poe 
ture not only lacks grace and detracts from the come 
liness of the figure, but the lungs cannot be inflated 
properly and the internal organs lose their natural 


“and proper support. 


This exercise may be practiced a few times with the 
book; then it can be done without the book when wan 
ing fro room to room in your home. Train your mind 
to think of yourself as carrying the book on your head 
every time you walk, and soon you will have @ poise

pers, c today I shall tell how to make 
several dainty lounging robes at mu ah les 
cost than they can be bougut. 

True, the stores offer most delectable negli- 
gees, but thoze of distinctive style are fac be- 
yond the means of the average woman. The 
regular eiderdown dath robes it usually Hays 
to buy, especially if one has an old one that 
can tide over until after Ch reduc- 
tion sales, 

For winter use one should have a light wool 
kimono as well as the silken negligee, so first 
I shall tell you of a meds which I have copied 
for myself. 

The model has but three seams, one down 
the center of the back and one under each 
arm. The two halves are cut exactly alike— 
that is, fold the material across, allo wi. ig for 
twice one’s length and a three inch hem, and 
cut a regular kimono shape, allowing the fuil 
width of the material on the fold for the 
shoulder and sleeve, slope slightly to the 
depth of fifteen inched on the edge oprosite 
the front for the sleeve, then cut in atout 
six inches for the under arm seam and slope 
out from there gradually to the full width at 
the bottom. The width of the material at the 
bottom of the bell sleeve is twenty inches, ic- 
cluding the six yearns a the under seam. 


Joining the Two "Sides 

Cut the other half of the kimono in the 
same way, being sure to double the muterial 
in equal lengths before starting. Before join- 
ing the parts run four lengthwise tucks 6 
little more than an eighth of an inch wide 
and two inches apart, so they come eight 
inches to each side of the A#houlder linc: that 
is, the sixteen inch tuck has half its leneth on 
the front of the kimono and half on the back. 
The first tuck is made two inches and a nalf 
from the: selvedge. The lengthwise tvcks 
finished make four other tucks at right angies 
to them in such a way as to form perfect 
squares. The first one is started two inches 
from the doubled shoulder line, Th four 
tucks on the two front sections turn down; 
those on the back, which are started two 
inches to the other side of the shoulder ne, 
turn in the opposite direction, so they also 
turn down: 

This tucking may be run by hand, but miue 
is done on the machine with a small stitch in ; 


easy to get them accurate by using a tucker 
gauged to the correct spaces. 

The tucking finished, sew up the selyedge 
edges to within three and a half inches from 
the shoulder line at the back and join the 
under arm or bias sections in a narrow 
French seam, Slip on the kimonp and turn 
up the hem, first laying a narrow tura-d in 
edge. 
ig wiser to' baste the seams before stitvhixug, 
as one side may pucker.

Putting on the Ribbon. 

The negligee is now ready for the ribbon. 
Baste it carefully up one side of the front, 
along the liné of the shoulder fold and around 
bottom of the kimono sleeve to the seam. Do 
the other front in the same way, then repeat 
on each side of the back seam along the shoul- 


Hem by hand. “Unless one is ex, ert it 


seam on the sleeve. The edges lie clore to- 
gether, but must not overlap, and when all 
are basted the ribbon is carefully stitched 
on the machine, using a small stitch and 
fine silk. This naturally makes a line of 


‘stitching on each edge of the ribbon.

BERNICE: The shoulder edges of the lin- 
ing backs are turned in and blind felled over 
the shoulder edges of the front lining sec- 
tions and front facing. Across the back the 
lining should cover the raw edge of the collar 
facing. Turn up the botom of the lining and 
blind fell it w position.

MRS. B.: A net or even a lingerie dress of 
any kind should be worn over a slip. This 
serves the purpose of corset cover and petti- 
coat, and conctals the belts of underwear, 
making an unbroken line at the waist.

F. N. J.: The strips should be joined as 
neatly as can be. It is possible to seam some 
nets with an over and over stitch, using No.

If this is not practicable in the 
net you are using, make a plain seam, trim 
it down to within an eighth inch of the 
stitching, roll the seam edges tightly down 
to the stitching and whip closely. Non- 
transparent materials may be joined with a 
plain seam for q double ruche, otherwise ina 
tiny French seam. This can be trimmed 
away under a frayed edge so that the fringe 
appears continuous. In cutting plan the 
strips so that as few joinings as n are 
required.

The upper edges of the kimono are turned 
back in points front and back, To make 
them the back seam is not sewed to within 
three and a half inches of the top and the 
shoulder lines are cut in from the front edge | 
in the same depth. These points must natur- 
ally be faced with ribbon so as not to show the 
Wrong side of the material. Sometimes the 
ribbon is sewed along the inside edges just 
as on the outside, but this takes so much 
extra ribbon that most women will prefer to 
run short strips from a little below the tucks 
in front and to about an inch below the open 
seam at the back. If the ribbon is only an 
inch wide it may be necessary to run a sec- 
ond strip. leaving the outer edge loose. The 
Points are tacked on the right side of the 
kimono and give a smart finish ag well as fit- 
ting nicely to the neck.

Work 
a buttonhole in the point a little above the 
ribbon and sew the button on the pocket to 
correspond. When the case is buttoned run 
a straight piece of ribbon from one edge of 
the folded top to the other, allowing a few 
inches slack for a handle 

The negiigee is easily folded to carry in this 
case and if kept in it betweer times it stays 
clean much longer. Unless the material fs 
damp wher folded it should not wren

Another pretty effect is had with a deep rose 
French flannel trimmed with plain white 
measaline ribbon an inch and a half wide.

If one not care for the whiol negli- 
gees, this style is even better for silk or 
crépe de chine. Be sure to get a material 
that will stand washing, as a negligee that 
must be sent to the cleaner ig most unprac- 
tidal.

“Having reached the ‘point marked D on 
the diagram, we are now half way around the 
semicircle, or at the apex of the earth’s crust 
or shell.
